Savagie, the person who has filed the 


alleged Bqardman'will, is not unknown 
to will-contests. He once tried .to get 
hold of the Blythe estate, and Is in 
the. habit of.Iookiing out for the es- 
tates, of rich dead men. He has vain- 
ly tried to get other people to join 
him in his present attack on the Boarfl- 
man property. As Savage is no .con- 
nection of Boardman's and has no in- 
! terest in his estate, his-effort .to. get 


control of his property Is regarded as 
a raw piece "of business. The public 
is not disposed to sympathize with 
men who try to swindle widows and 
orphans by legal device. 


The law under which the estate is 


now being administered on provides 
that the property shall go entirely to 
Bordman's wife and child. 


William Savage, a. resident of San 
Francisco, has filed an application in 
the Superior court of Alameda county, 
to have probated, a will left by the 
late Joseph Boarclman. 


The will was made by Boardnian In 
December, 1902, and by its contents, 
he cut off his wife with an allowance 
of one hundred and fifty (5150,00) dol- 
lars per month, leaving his estate for 
the" erection of public privies and an 
observatory, either on Mt. Tamalpias 
or Mt. Diablo. He also made several 
other queer bequests. 


This is one of the four unique and 


ridiculous wills which were filed by the 
attorneys of Mrs. Boardman. Mrs. 
Boardman, having turned them over 
to her attorneys, they were considered

Oakland's "Looking Ahead" Banquet 


The banquet of the Chamber of Commerce at Idora.Park last 


night marked the setting up of a new milestone in'Oakland's'com- 
mercial and industrial career. 
Approximately a thousand of the 


city's merchants, manufacturers, bankers and professional men,, and 
distinguished guests, representing the State and Federal .govern- 
ments, ssi together at the festive board inspired as one man by the 
sentiment contained in the motto of the evening, "Looking Ahead." 
We believe that no city on the Pacific Coast has before witnessed 
such a large and so earnest and enthusiastic a gathering of repre- 
sentative citizens and business men as were assembled at last 
night's banquet. If anybody, in or out of the 
community, still 


harbored the doubt that Oakland has emerged completely from its 
former; somnolent state to a wideawake and vigorous existence, a 
glimpse of the great gathering and-a moment's contact with the 
enthusiasm which possessed : it would have been enough to dispel 
the doubt at once. 


The keynote of the evening was struck by the president of the 


Chamber, F. W. Bilger, and by the toastmaster of the evening, H. 
C. Capwell, when the one set forth the purposes of the Chamber 
and the new energy with which it was undertaking to carry them 
out, and, by the other, when he announced that the object of the 
banquet was to celebrate the "inauguration of an era of unity—unity 
of purpose for the betterment of Oakland." 


Governor Gillett recognized appreciatively the change which 


has taken place in Oakland's status from every point of view in 
which human interest is concerned. "Formerly,"'he truthfully said; 
"Oakland was looked upon as a sleeping place for men who did' 
business elsewhere," and he was quite as truthful in the-statement 
that "the day of sleeping is over." No one familiar with Oakland's 
condition will accuse the Governor of being too optimistic-in say-' 
ing: "A better day. has dawned for the city and its future 
is. as 


promising as that of any other city in California." The Governor, 
had the evidence of the "fact which he so concisely stated right be- 
fore his eyes in the great gathering of enthusiastic, energetic and 
enterprising men he was addressing who represented -the sinews 
arid the intelligence of the community. 


In all of the eloquent speeches of the evening the spirit of de- 


termination prevailed to lift Oakland to a higher plane of existence, 
to advance its interests in every direction, to make it the equal if 
not the superior of any city on the Pacific Coast, to make the most, 
in the interest of commerce and trade, of all the resources and 
advantages with which it has been gifted by nature and which art 
and science are capable of developing for its benefit. 


With the passing of the somnolent state in Oakland's history, 


it was made very clear at last night's banquet that the clay of petty 
bickerings and small jealousies had also gone by. The community 
is reaching out for higher things, to 
secure which unity and 


harmony and a broadminded spirit are essential.

No man living can overestimate the value of last night's gather- 


ing at the festive board to Oakland's future. 
As it marked great 


things which have taken place within a year, it also stands sponsor 
for greater things to come. The banquet was unquestionably a 
happy conception of the Chamber of Commerce, carried -out with 
perfect success and laying down a broad foundation for the future 
progress of the city.

WHEN THE LAT5NDRYMAN DOES COME. 


A Rift in the Lute. 


It has been taken for granted that public sentiment south of 


Tehachapi is overwhelmingly in favor of dividing the State, but the 
assumption appears to be erroneous. Heretofore press comments in 
the southern counties have invariably showed a leaning toward 
State division, but recently there has been manifest a disposition 
to object. A paper in San Bernardino and another in Riverside have 
made scoffing remarks of late, and now comes the San Diego Union 
with a broadside against making a new State for the glory and 
ambition of Los Angeles. The Union bluntly charges that the State 
division agitation is a scheme to boost the Angel City, and hence 
will have none of it. The old jealous feeling between San Diego and 
Los Angeles has not died out. Says the Union: 


"The people of southern California should frown upon the at- 


tempts that are being made in certain quarters to revive the old 
question of State division. The feeble little movement that has been 
started to that end is a scheme pure and simple, and its success 
would bocle ill lor the greater part of the territory south of Tehach- 
api, which would be included in the new State. 
There may have 


been a time, decades ago, when State division, while it would have 
caused keen regret to loyal Californians who would preserve this 
magnificent commonwealth intact, might not necessarily have served 
as a means by which one part of southern California would advance 
its interests at the expense of the other portions. That clay has long 
passed. State division today is simply a selfish sectional s.cheme in, 
the interest of a single southern California county." 


Appealing to local interest and prejudice, the San Diego paper 


continues: 


"The new State, if one were created, might be called the 'State 


of Southern California'; practically it would be the 'State of Los 
Angeles.' The county of that name, with its overwhelming pre- 
ponderance of population, would completely dominate the new State 
politically. 
It would control the Legislature, and have the two 


United States Senators and the principal offices. 
In brief, all the 


rest of southern California would simply be the tail of the 
Los 


Angeles kite. If it is ever desirable to create a commonwealth that 
shall be simply, a pocket borough for the benefit of one locality and 
its people, then' by all means divide the State of California 
at 


Tehachapi pass." 


We do not recall anything quite so harsh and bitter in any .paper 


printed in this section of the State. It is an evidence that the people 
below Tehachapi are far from being united in a desire for separation 
from what is and always will be the true California. While we may 
not share in the jealous antagonism manifested toward' Los Angeles, 
we cannot restrain a throb of exultant pride at this expression of love 
for California as a whole and loyalty to it as an undivided common- 
wealth : 


"J^pr'the people of southern California are not 
behind their 


n of the north in pride in the traditions of this great State, its 


stiffing history and the sturdy pioneers that made it. These become 
even by adoption dear to the hearts of residents in this part of Cali- 
fornia. They join their northern brethren in repudiating the scheme 
and the schemers-that aim to dismember this splendid common- 
wealth." 


'But the Union presents an objection that is more tangible and 


material than sentimental, so far as the people of the Southern 
counties are concerned, in this paragraph: 


"There may have been a time when State division had advo- 


.. 


V) 


cates in Sari. Diego. That many people here now favor it may be 
doubted. But to such as may look with favor upon the scheme, the 
question may be asked, 'How would you relish the idea of being taxed 
to build at San Pedro an artificial harbor,for the benefit of Los 
Angeles?' This query may seem'to be looking a long way ahead 
but, in the event of State division, what is to prevent all southern 
California from being forced to pay tribute to enable Los Angeles to 
carry out its pet project which the Federal .government is not likely 
ever to complete? Does anybody doubt that with Los 
Angeles 


dominating the Legislature of the new State, one of the first measures 
would be a huge appropriation for dredging out San Pedro bay'and, 
if possible, providing for Los Angeles the commercial port for which 
that inland city has long been clamoring? It may be that there are 
portions of southern California that would deem it a benefit to be 
the tail of the Los Angeles kite under State division. The people 
of San Diego have everything to lose and nothing to gain by any 
such scheme." 
. 


This may be mere jealous fancy, but it is a suggestion that is 


likely to cause many to pause and ponder. It derives point from the 
fact that Los Angeles already overshadows the entire region south 
of Tehachapi Pass, and exhibits a dominating; spirit of enterprise 
that is always aggressive and sometimes 
offensive. The 
blatant 


pride and self-importance of'the Angelenos..naturally:, provoke 
an 


atrabilarious feeling in San Diego, which views Los Angeles'^ ambi- 
tion to become a seaport as something of ..an infringement on the 
natural rights of "Bay 'n Climate." Anyhow, it doesn't help along 
the State division scheme, which is a one-lung provincial proposition. 


Chattanooga proposes to stop chickens running at large within 


the city limits. Surely the colored brother is losing his spirit of en- 
terprise down in Tennessee.'

Piedmont is beginning to appreciate the difficulties and ^bur- 


dens which beset it as an independent corporate existence, and it 
is wisely taking steps to disincorporate, so that it may seek annexa- 
tion to the Greater Oakland, of which it must become ultimately 
an integral part, if, indeed, the vote of its own citizens on annexa- 
tion election day did 'not then actually make it so. 


It is unfortunate, to say the least, that the United Railroads and 


the company's carmen have been" unable "to reach a settlement of 
their differences.. There surely must be a middle ground on which 
both sides can stand in perfect accord. Suspension or interruption' 
of the street railroad service in San-Francisco as. the result of in- 
dustrial strife would be a serious misfortune to that city, and its 
damaging effects • would. undoubtedly be' felt nv every other corn- 
munity'on the shores of the bay. In the event of a final'failure to 
agree popular sentiment .is .sure to favor the side most willing to 
make concessions in the. interest of .industrial peace.
